capacitance diode (Cv) and a first padding capacitor (Cpi), the first and second series 
arrangements being interconnected at first and second junctions (J|, J2) to constitute a parallel 
arrangement, an active oscillator element (S) being connected between the first junction (Ji) of 
the parallel arrangement and ground, a third series arrangement of a mode switching diode (Csw) 
and a second padding capacitor (Cp2) connected in parallel with one of the first and second 
inductances, means (R3) for supplying a tuning voltage (Vt) to the junction of the variable 
capacitance diode (Cv) and the first padding capacitor (Cpi) and means (R2) for supplying a mode

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capacitor (Cpz), including a damping resistor (Ria) for suppressing parasitic oscillations 
connected between the second junction (J2) of the parallel arrangement and ground, as recited in 
the claim.
